County supervisors have 
approved plans and specifi¬ 
cations for the construction 
of a new flood debris basin 
1o bo located in Bailey Can¬ 
yon above the City of Sierra 
Madre, Baxter Ward report- 
tel recently. 

Bids on the estimated 
.$50,(X)0 project will be 
(pened in the office of 
County Flood Control Chief 
A. E. Bruington on Febru¬ 
ary 27. Award of contract 
will be made about ten clay • 
later. 

According to Ward, tie' 
project involves the con¬ 
struction of a debris barrier 
across the opening to the 
spillway of Bailley Canyon 
dam, plus appurtenant work. 

The construction of this 
barrier, which will consist of 
ten-inch diameter steel pip''s 
fiilcjd with concrete placed at 
intervals of 4>2 feet appro.xi- 
mately 8 feet above the in- 
\ert of the spillway, will 
prevent floating debris from 
entering the storm drain 
system below the dam. 

The appurtenant work in¬ 
cludes the construction of a 
21-inch parapet along the 
crest of the dam to accom¬ 
modate the increased wati'r 
level which will res. ilt frnn. 
the f'onstruction of the de 
bris barrier. Also included 
will be the construction of 
tin asphalt surfaced roadwav 
along the crest of the dam 
to permit maintenance ve- 
bides to drive to the crest of 
the spilllway. 

PI ins were prepared by 
the Flood Control District, 
'vhich will supervise con 
: I ruction and maintain and 
operate the completed faii- 
iity as part of the flood con¬ 
trol system in that part of

Q. — Would yor.. please 
send me the names and ad¬ 
dresses of the bJinks that 
liandle the dividena re-in- 
vestment plans for the fol¬ 
lowing companies (list de¬ 
leted) ? 

A. — To the best of my 
knowledge there is no pub¬ 
lished list of companies of¬ 
fering dividend re - invest¬ 
ment programs along witlr 
(ho names of companies that 
handle the mechanics for 
them. Standard and Poor’s 
floes .show on its company 
data sheets under the head¬ 
line "Dividend Data” the 
fact the company offers the 
plan. The number of com 
panics offering these plans 
IS growing steadily, and they 
offer convenience and sav¬ 
ings to the corporations’ 
shareholders who want to 
enlarge their ownership in 
the company. 

The best way, however, to 
find out if a company ha.s a 
dividend re-investment plan 
is to write directly to the 
corporation’s headquarters. 

Q. — In recent weeks the 


stock market has been up 
very much. Do you think 
this is something that will 
last or will it come to an 
end and go down again as it 
did last year? 

A. — My guess as to what 
the stock market will do is 
.lust that, a reasoned guess, 
and doesn’t carry any guar¬ 
antee with it. It has Ixten 
my belief that the stock 
market changed its long¬ 
term direction in the fall of 
1974. It is time that prices 
tended to more downward_s 
in the second half of 19’15, 
hut I 'oelicve that was just 
a perfectly nonnal interrup¬ 
tion.

Pauses and 
retreats are standard proce¬ 
dure in the stock market. 
But it docs suggest to me 
that stock pricer, in the tu- 
tcre are likely to be higher 
t’nan they have been in the 
past and that public confi¬ 
dence in stock prices will 
gradually increase.

ment in the aftermath of the 
recent Los Angeles County 
lire conflagrations. 

A noted singer, Ray Char¬ 
les, often says, “If it weren’t 
for bad luck, I wouldn’t 
have any kind of luck at 
all.” This is the kind of feci 
ing that the owner of a 
property that has recently 
experienced a calamity has. 
His house has burned down, 
a landslide has out tons of 
mud in his back bedroom, or 
the bridge over which he 
must cross has been carried 
away by a flood. In years 
gone by, the owner of such a 
property was required to pay 
a full year’s taxes even 
though he couldn’t enjoy the 
full use of his pi'operty for 
that year. Later on. as a re¬ 
sult of the Bel Air Fire of 
1961, the legislature saw fir 
to give some refunds, but 
onlv if the goveimor pro¬ 
claimed a state of disaster 
for the area in which the 
property happened to be lo¬ 
cated. While this was of 
some help, wlmt about tlio 
person whose house in Long 
Beach burned down the 
same day as the Bel Air fire 
took place? Since he wasn’t 
in a disaster area, he re¬ 
ceived no relief. But wasn’t 
his loss just as disasterous 
to him? 

As usual, Elmer makes a 
good case. To cure this oli- 
vious inequity, I was suc¬ 
cessful in instig a t i n g a 
change in the law. Now, un¬ 
der Section 155.13, anyone 
who suffers a calamity not 
of his own making can file 
for a refund. The refund will 
be based on the term that 
his property was in an in¬ 
jured condition, and he will 
receive one month’s refund 
for each month that the 
property was in a damaged 
condition for at least one 
day of the month. In other 
words, if the property was 
damaged at least $1000 
worth on May 31 and some- 


owner would be entitled to a 
two month’s rotund. 

While this may seem sim¬ 
ple enough, some complica¬ 
tions do arise about what is 
a calamity. Fires, flood.®, 
and landslides appear to be 
clear enough, hut wliat about 
vandalism? If someone 
breaks down your $1000 
antique door, steals some of 
your merchandise and in the 
jirocess damages some of 
your merchandise, it appears 
that you could l)o refunded 
for the damaged door and 
damaged mercliandise, but 
the stolen merchandise has 
merely changed situs, so no 
refund at present would be 
given. As can bo seen, this 
is somewhat a gray arc^a 
tind undoubtedly the courts 
or the legislature will clarify 
it in the future. To furtlier 
explore the q.ucstion of loss 
iiy thievery, consider this 
portion of Section 155.13 of 
the California Property Tax 
Laws: “As used in this sec¬ 
tion, ‘damage’ includes prop- 
( rty which has diminished in 
value as a result of restrict¬ 
ed access to the property 
where such diminution on 
value was caused by tlic 
misfortune or calamity.” If 
my property has been stolen, 
lias my access to it been re¬ 
stricted? If it has, am I en¬ 


titled to a refund? Clearly, 
the courts o'" the legislature 
will have to provide better 
guides. 

As most of you are aware, 
it is my policy to vigorously 
pursue on the behalf of the 
property owners their riglits 
in any occuring calamity. 
Toward this end, my office 
will, upon independent dis¬ 
covery, mail to the properly 
owner of a damaged prop- 
I'rty a notice of his rights 
together with an application 


to apply for refund. How 
often have you received tliis 
kind of assistance from your 
friendly IRS informing yo,u 
of a right to refund for some 
deduction you have over¬ 
looked? 

While no one wants to 
have a calamity in order to 
obtain a refund or collect in¬ 
surance, it makes it a little 
less painful to know that 
now you won’t have to pay 
property taxes on the por¬ 
tion that was destroyed
